BEWARE of the so-called Ligustrum Ibota imported from 
Europe. It is not the true variety and is not hardy. We have 
imported the so-called Ibota Privet from many European 
sources and in every case we have received the sinensis, 
which is not hardy very far north of Philadelphia and not at 
all in the Northwest.

We call particular attention to the new hybrid rugosa rose 
Conrad Ferdinand Meyer. We flowered it on our grounds for 
the first time this year and are very much pleased with it. It 
is a strong grower, having a great many of the characteristics 
of the rugosa. The flowers are double and full. The outer 
petals are of a very light pink, while the inner petals are of a 
darker pink and the flowers are very fragrant. It seems to be 
a free bloomer, and we believe that it will be found extremely 
hardy. The new shoots springing up from the roots are very 
strong and vigorous, and these shoots, together with the leaves 
on them, are of a purplish red color, making a very striking 
appearance. These roses should be found in ali collections, 
and as a bedding rose, where a good hardy variety is required, 
we know of nothing better.

In many parts of the United States and Canada, Box Edging 
is not hardy, and a low, dwarf and compact plant is required 
as a substitute for it. The Viburnum opulus nanus has been 
found to be an excellent substitute for the Box Edging. It is 
naturally of a dwarf habit and will stand a lot of shearing, so 
that it can be kept down to a very small size. It does not bear 
any flowers and the leaves are smaller than the other varieties 
of Viburnum. It is perfectly hardy and can be planted in any 
part of the United States and Canada.

HE use of our American Oaks for Street, Avenue and Boulevard 
planting is not a new idea. It has been going on for years and in 
Washington, Boston and Baltimore may be found many streets where 

Oaks are successfully used for this purpose. 

The Oak is not a slow grower, as is commonly supposed. On the 
contrary under ordinary conditions and if properly planted it will make as much 
growth in a year as the Norway and Sugar Maple and give greater satisfaction. 

In most cities it is difficult to grow shade trees. They do not get sufficient 
water and the soil is poor, consequently it is necessary to use deep-rooted trees. 
In this respect the Oak is especially good. 

All sorts of insects prey on the leaves of trees to more or less extent, and 
in cities they are particularly troublesome—but they do not attack the Oak. 

In planting Oaks it is necessary that they be severely pruned at once—all 
side branches should be cut back to about a foot from the main stem. If this 
is done, every tree will grow and the new shoots will make from one to two 
feet the first year. 

For street planting we particularly recommend the Pin Oak.
